Im putting my money in because I think 
the government ought to be encouraged,” he 
seid. ‘‘ Here they have picked out Pekin as 
the first postal bank town in Illinois, and I 
think folks ought to show their apprecia- 
tion. Then, you know, it’s perfectly safe. 

Following Schaefer came Miss Emma P. 
Dirksen, the first woman in Tilinois to do her 
banking with the government. She is a 
stenographer and a niece of Postmaster 
Adolph Fehrman, United States postal bank 

head of Pekin. 

D. L Latham, overseer. of the poor th 
Pekin township, deposited 20 cents. He pur- 
chased one of the stamp deposit: cards and 
affixed a couple of stampe When the card 
ip filled t goes into the postal bank the 
equivalent of a dollar. 


Woman Quits Stove Bank. 
Among the depositors today was Mrs. Harm 
“Van Horn A year ago she had $1,000 in 
currency Hidden in an old stove in a sum- 
mer kitchen. Her daughter started a fire 
in the stove and burned up the money. 

Peculiar conditions in Pekin and Taze- 
well county are responsible for the choice 
‘of this place as the first postal savings bank 
*town in the state. In recent yeare there 
have been three serious bank failures in 
the county. The last of these cost the de- 
positors $250,000. Practically all of this had 
been paid in by small depositors. Since that 
bank crash residents of the county have 
made use of the money order department 
at the postoffice. They have purchased and 
held these practitally as certificates of ie. 
posit. 

Seek Postoffice as Bank. 

Several weeks ago a man brought to the 
post master at Pekin $1,500 in cash and re 
quested that it be left. in the postoffice safe. 
The county has a-big population of Austrians 
who are employed in the coal mines. . Singe 
the bank failures these miners heve besieged 
phe postoffice for the privilege of depositing 
earnings there for safe keeping. 

Mayor Conzelman today issued à procia- 
ma tion urging the people of Pekin to patron- 
ise the postal savings bank. He said that 
the government was carrying on an experi- 
ment in Pekin and that it remained with 
the people of Pekin to say whether or not 
the experiment should succeed. 

There is no appropriation made for ad- 
vertising the postal bank and the postmas- 
ter, under the rules, ‘is not authorised to 
solicit business. 


BANK POPULAR IN ALL STATES. 

One bank was opened in each state and 
territory yesterday. Reports from many 
parts of the country show that the tinnova- 
tion was wniversally popular. At Manito- 
woc, Wis., and Houghton, Mich., there were 
a number of depositors waiting for the open- 
ing. Indiana, Arizona, Minnesota, Washing- 
ton, and the New England states were among 
the others that reported a favorable begin- 
ning.

Federal Court in Injunction Suit Holds 
Intuition Must Be Shown Aside from 


the Skill of a Mechanic. 


„The mere bringing together of old parts 
and allowing each to work out its own old 
effect without producing some new machine. 
or product is not invention. It is necessary 
always to determine whether the concep- 
tion of a combination, of old parts results 
from the intuition of ‘the inventor as dis- 
tinguished from the skill of the mechanic.” 

This, in substance, was the ruling of the 
United States Circuit Court of Appeals yes- 
terday in a suit brought oy the Warner In- 
strument company against the Stewart & 
Clark Manufacturing company to enjoin the 
latter company from making an automobile 
speed indicator. 

A. B. Cadman obtained a patent upon a 
device to overcome the rocking or ewinging 
movement of automobiles and to overcome 
the expensive wear and tear ou rotating 
shafts leading from the automobile gear 
to the indicator dial. :

The gospel of fret aid will be preached 
in Chicago for several days by Dr. M J. 
Shields and Dr. M. W. Giasgow; who arrived 
in the city yesterday morning aboard the new 
Red Cross first aid car—the society’s latest 
innovation for the prevention of suffering. 

This car started from Buffalo on Dec. 15. 
Chicago is one of the first cities to be visited. 

The purpose of the car and its doctors is to 
inatruet men employed in hazard us occupa- 
tions; except mining, in the skill?ul adminis- 
tration of first aid to the injured. To an ex- 
tent this work has been carried on among 
the miners with such success that the entire 
industrial filetd now is entered. 

It ip the intention to visit all large railway 
sbops in Chicago and some of the factories 
where accident risk is great. 


Take Car Into Shops. 

The car will be backed into the shop, where 
physicans will explain application of first 
aid. These lectures will be illustrated with 
first aid treatments of live subjects for imag- 
inary injuries. Wherever possible the men 
will be brought into the oar. 

But if all interest in the first aid proposi- 
tion ends with our instructions. our work has 
gone for nothing,” said Maj. Charles Lynch, 
bead Of this department ot the Red Cross. 
N is our plan to have the better educated 
of the man in each shop organize a first aid 
cofps, with the company physician at its 
head: They should meet regularly and their 
instruction be continued by the physician. 

After these men have secured a good 
knowledge of how to give first aid they are 
eligible foran examination, for which we pro- 
This examination should bé in 
charge of somé physician other than the one 
who has taught the men. Those who are suc- 
cessful in the quiz receive a first aid diploma 
from the Red Cross society.

was led into the state penitentiary at Joliet 
to serve his sentence. He faces a term of 
from one te five years on a charge of levying 
tribute on denizens of the west side levee dis- 
trict. 

McCann showed the same stubborn spirit, 
the same squared jaw as he entered the pris- 
oners reception room of the prison that hes 
characterized him since, the inception of his* 
long losing fight dgdins® the grand jury in- 
dictment returned one and a half years ago. 

Only once he spoke with u tinge of bitter - 
ness as he recailed the uphill and useless 
fight he had made against the prison bars. 
That was when he spoke of his former su- 
perior, then Chief of Police George Shippy, 
+ whom. he expected to testify for him at his 


trial, but who was in in Europe at the time. 


Regrets Absence of Shippy. 

“I wish that Shippy had beem well enough 
to testify,”’ he said... “He knew me and 
what work I was doing. It might have made 
‘a difference. He knows I am not guilty. 
They said he was sick over there, and he did 
not come. I do not know—I have not seen 
him—and—well, anyhow, it is all a fight. 

“I've been fighting all my life, he con- 
tinued, as Deputy Warden Sims led his new 
prisoner in fomexaminaiion. “* Even if this 
does look like the toughest fight of all, it is 
only one more added to the long Hist.” 

McCann was enrolled as prisoner No. 1,070) 
Then he had to submit to being photographed 
for the rogue’s gallery, and his Bertillon 
measurements were taken. He spent the 
night in a cell in solitary confinement, and 
will be assigned to his regular prison task. 
probably in the rattan factory, this morning. 

If this is the case, near him will be Guy 
Van Tassel, a hoidup man and murderer 
whom he was instrumental in convicting. 


Talks with Wife Over Phone, 


None of McCann's relatives or close per- 
sonal friends accompanied the convicted

Chairman Herrmann to Name 
Assistant; Schedule Commit- 
tees End Work. 


Cincinnati, O., Jan. 3—[{Special. }—Besides 
going through the annual formality of re- 
electing Garry Herrmann chairman and John 
E. Bruce secretary the national commission 
today created the office of traveling assist- 
ant, formulated a rule aimed at the abuse 
of the drafting rule by major league clubs, 
and took steps to discourage barnstorming 
trips by teams unless their ranks are kept 
intact and the players in condition. 

The meeting was hejd at the Laughery 
club in connection with the conference of 
the doing schedule committees of the Ameri- 
can and National leagues at which the play- 
ing date for 1911 practically were 
and adopted by President Lynch, Secretary 
Heydler, and Barney Dreyfuss, acting for 
the National league, and President Johnson 
representing the American league. 

It was announced that nothing would be 
given out regarding the echedules until the 
league meetings in February. It is known, how- 
ever, that the committees did not depart from 
the lines laid down last month when it was 
agreed to open the seasons on April 12 and to play 
154 game schedules. 

The duties of the assistant to the chairman, who 
has not yet been named offictally, will be that of 
traveling, agent to investigate cases pending be- 
fore the commission. A salary. of 62000 and 
traveling expenses was voted and the appointment 
was left to Chairman Herrmann.

Text of New Rules. 


Only eight cases, all of a minor character, were 
left on the docket that was brought over from last 
year. In 1910 there were 125 findings, rulings, and 
notices promulgated.

THREE BYES SET POR BATTLE 


Magnates Ready to Battle Over 
Ousting of Waterloo. 


QUINCY KNOCKS ON THE DOOR 


Both Are Armed to Teeth with Facts 
and Figures to Carry Point.

The second battle of Waterloo will be fought 
today at the Palmer house, and its Welling- 
tons, Bluchers, and Napoleons will be mem- 
bers of the Three Eyes league, whose ad- 
journed annual meeting will be the occasion 
of the battle. Several of the belligerents 
have arrived in the city and slept last night 
on their arms. 
This battle is about Waterloo, Ila, whose 
baseball fans insist on sticking to the Three 
Eyes league franchise awarded it last winter, 
The league, or some of it, wants to admit 
Quincy, III., the city whose club owner re- 
cently paid the Central association §2,500 for 
its release from the smaller organization. 
The only way to admit Quincy is to make a 
vacancy, and the natural vacancy on account 


of geographica! reasons is occupied by Waterloo. 
Dubuque is not enthusiastic about remaining in 
the league, but to substitute Quincy for Dubuque 
and leave Waterloo in the league would produce a 
cireuit that would be comparable to admitting San 
Francisco to the American league ip place of 
Washington. 


Some Favor Two Changes. 


Some of the club owners are said to favor form- 
ing a compact circuit by eliminating both Weter- 
loo and Dubuque and substituting Quincy and 
Decatur. Whether or not this can be done depends 
on the issue of today’s battle. There are some ob- 
etacies. listen to we’ une. 
Im the first place there is the danger that the 
Three Eyes league will lose its identity. When 
born it had three eyes all right—lIilinois, Indiana, 
and lowa. While still young its Indiana club 
dropped out and the league became two ed. but 
was allowed to get away with its ort 1 title 
just as it wee permitted to remain ‘in class B 
although its figures entitle it only to a 
clases C rating. Now it two lowa towns are dis- 
placed by Illinois members it will become a one 
eyed league, except for Davenport. which is Mable 
to be annexed to Illinois any time the Mississippi 
gets full enough to lose its way.

OLEO MEN LOSE COURT FIGHT 


Judgment Against Moxley Cor- 
- poration Is Upheld. 


HOLDS IT SUBJECT TO TAX. 


Tribunal Explains Rulings on Use of 
Palm Oil. 


Three decisions—one of which affirmed the 
judgment of the United States Circuit court 
against William J. Moxley, corporation— 
containing suggestions to the government 
in the prosecution of oleo moonshiners—were 
handed down by the United States Court of 
Appeals yesterday, The Moxley corporation 
some weeks ago was fined for using coloring 
matter in oleomargarine without paying the 
full amount of revenue tax required by law. 

One of the décisions involved the consoli- 
dated cases of Edward Enders and Henry 


are prosecuted has not been interpreted by 
a reviewing court before. 

In the so-called Moxley case the corporation 
paid a tax of 10 cents per pound on oleo- 
margarine, which it claimed was taxable 
only K cent per pound. Suit was brought 
against Henry K. Hertz, then collecter of 
internal revenue at Chicago. 


Shows It Is Not Exempt. 

Three legal questigns growing out of this 
case have gone to the Supreme court of the 
United States. In the oleomargarine in ques- 
tion, manufactured and taxed in 1908, palm 
oll was a-constituent to the extent ot one- 
half per cent of the total compound. 

“ Plaintiff in error insists that a controlling 
question remains which has never been pro- 
pounded or answered by the Supreme court, 


Ather expressly of by implication,” the 


opinion reads. That question is stated 


thus: 

Looking to the case * Moxley vs Hertz 
216 U. S. 344, simply as a precedent, not as 
a mandate in this cause, and examining the 
opinion, as any subordinate court might do, 
to ascertain the principles that led to the 
result announced, we find that the inclusion 
of a statutory ingredient whose effect in 
making the oleomargarine suitable for food 
is slight, unimportant, insignificant, and 
whose large, important, significant effect is 
to color the product in resemblance to but- 
ter, does not exempt the product from the 


greater tax.“ 


Fall Into the Penitentiary. 

In the decisichs relating to the Enders and 
Hinn cases the court concludes: 

„When men know they are walking on the 
walls of the penitentiary they must not be 
surprised that occasionally one falls in. The 
judgment in both cases is affirmed.”’
